L. railroad and tho general offices of 
the same company wore fired at 4:30, 
While a portion of the mob surrounded 
tho building in whioh tho military hac 
taken refuge, largo bodies proiecded to 
set fire to tha oil oara. 
Tbe sight ol 


tho flam CD seemed ta literally craze the 
rioters. 
An alarm was sounded, an< 


the department responded, but the ri- 
oters refused to permit them to make 
any efforts to extinguish the iUtnrs 
Thoy said they wero determined to do 
stroy the company's property but would 
do no injury to that belonging to pri- 
vate citizens.

Train after train was fired by the 


infuriated mob, but the cars were so 
far destroyed from the round house 
that tho heat did not seriously affect 
the military, although thoir position 
was one of peril, finally a largo party 
of strikers captured a oar filled with 
ooko, whioh they run from the Alle- 
gheney Valley railroad track to tho 
tiding connecting with tho Pennsylva- 
nia railroad.

pouring it over the ooko, ignitod the 
materials. 
In B very few momenti tho 


ear was a mass of fire, and it was thai 
pushed along the traok and forcec 
against the round boi)9», tho building 
ww loon ignited and the soldiers were 
now compelled to prepare to fight their 
way out through tbe freuiiod mass ol 
humanity clamoring for their blood 
Tbo building did not born us rapidly 
as was desired, and the mob, bent on 
roveaga, rushed out into the road IBC 
sent burning trains taward the doomed 
building. 
Fi*m midnight until fire 


o'clock the m&in efforts of the crowd 
were direoted to firing tie buildings 
and eari, but about half tn hour liter, 


tho mob whieh had been besieging the 


ittry left, for some unexplained 


reason. Thii afforded the troop* who 
were in actual dang*r of beiig ro»it«d 
alive, in opportunity t« eaMrgs iron 
tbe building and they succeeded io 
retching Liberty street in a tew mo* 
ments, quickly formed in line and 
marched up to 33d street, and thence 
to Pennsylvania avenue and Butler 
itreet. 
Their objective point wai the 


United States arsenal on Butler street, 
where they expected to obtain ehelter. 
While turning into'Butler street, bow- 
ever, the leaders of the mob diioovered 
their retreat, and fully 1,000 toon, 
fully armed and supplied with an mu 
nition, followed, 
Some of the troop* 


fired at citizens, either accidentally or 
intentionally, ta moved along, tud this 
added fury to tbt or; tot revenge 
When (hey reached the tnentl, the 
commandant refuted to admit them. He 
consented to take oare of the wounded, 
and they wero accordingly carried into 
the hospitals. A f hot fired killed one 
of tbe soldiers before they ratehed the 
arsenal, and nearly opposite the ceme- 
tery gate, fully t mile above the arse- 
nal. Two.others wero killed and loft 
lying on the sidewalk. In tbo mean- 
time the city was in a slau> ol' "unreliy. 


In the round bouses wore onu hun- 


dred and tweuty-flvo first oltts loooou>> 
lives, whioh had been housed in conse- 
quence of the strike.

women and childrou were engaged in 
pillaging oara. 
M'tu armed with heavy 


sledges would break opon tho oan, and 
then tbe contents would be thrown put 
and carried off by those bont on profiting 
by tho reign uf terror existing. 
It was 


almost completely blockaded by persons 
laboring to ourry oft plunder. 
They 


had gathered together, and in hundreds 
of instances, wagons were preioed into 
service to enable ibo thieve* to gel 
away with their goods. 
Mayor Mc- 


Carthy, early iu the day, endeavored to 
stop tho pillage, but tho handful of men 
at his comiauud wore unable to control 
tho or«wd, who were desperate in their 
anxiety to secure goods. At ono time 
tbo pillage was checked, but the mob 
fired the oars and then prooeeded with 
the work of deetruetion. It is impossi 
ble to form any idea of the amount ol 
goods stolen, but hundreds ot thousands 
will not cover tho loss. 


Up to 3 o'clock in the tftornoon, no 


efforts had boon made to obcok the 
riot, other than the mooting of citizens 
referred to. Tho mob worked very 
quietly, and it was a noticeable faot, 
that few of tho railroad employes w«re 
engaged in tho work of destruction. 
Here and there a man who had boon 
discharged, miftht be seen leading a 
crowd, but generally the ring leaders

At 3 30 a burning ear was run down 


a grade under the nhedburronnding the 
Union depot.

Upper lloor was occupied by Keystone 


Hotel Co., one of tbe first botch In 
this city.
